Four­ 
teen patients escaped and 13 of 
them were hospitalized.

Temperature Three Above 


Survivors were taken to the 
W. J. Major Hospital at Shelby­ 
ville. Dr. W. L. Green told a 
hospital news conference that 
only one person was 
burned 
and most of them were “ in 
reasonably 
good 
shape 
con­ 
sidering the ordeal they’ve been 
through . . . they all 
suffered 
from exposure and were fright­ 
ened.” 
The survivors, all old folks, 


were helped or carried from 
the blazing, two - story white 
frame building located at the 
edge of this hamlet of 250 per­ 
sons. Fountaintown is IO miles 
southeast of Indianapolis.

fire broke out in the morning 
darkness.

Seen From Distance 


The Brandywine waters could 
not stop the flames which shot 
so high in the icy night they 
could be seen five miles away. 


It seemed the only ones who 
cried were the rescuers. 


State trooper Ronald White, 
his voice shaking, said “ I got 
to the back door aand I got in 
and found five people, all dead, 


in their beds, of smoke inhala­ 
tion.

If you’re a skywatcher and 
are willing to brave the wintry 
cold, you’ll be able to see an 
eclipse of the moon tonight. 


The moon will begin to slip 
into the dark portion 
of the 
earth’s shadow at 7:59 p.m. and 
the heavenly show will be over 
by 11:55 p.m. 


And the weatherman says the 
skies will be clear enough to 
watch the eclipse — the first 
in six months in the Bucks 
County area. 


By 9:07 p.m., the moon will 
be hidden and will begin to re­ 
appear one hour later. 


The eclipse will appear over 
the entire 
United 
States and 
Canada, something that won’t 
happen again until April, 1968. 


It’s expected to attract many 
professional and amateur as­ 
tronomers interested in record­ 
ing the color and brightness of 
the phenomenon. 


There is no way to foretell 
the color 
or 
the 
brightness, 
which ranges from a brilliant 
orange to black and sooty. 


This is due to atmospheric 
conditions 
around 
the 
earth. 
The eclipses of June and last 
December were the darkest in 
50 years because of volcanic 
dust spread in the atmosphere 
by eruptions of Mount Agung on 
Bali earlier in 1963.
